ver by the frequent repetitions of it, till it hath 


ſtirrd up Nature to ſome Critical Separation. In 
the Lear 1698. in the Winter time, I was ſent for 


to a Man about Six or Seven and Twenty ears of 


Age, whom I found in a high Malignant Fever, De- 
lirious and continually Talking after a rambling 
manner, Hot and extreamly Thirſty, a ſwift but 


weak Pulſe, dry and without the leaſt diſpoſition 
to Sweat. Now in regard that my aſſiſtance was 
not required the firſt or ſecond Day after the 
Aſſault, (he having uſed Medicines from an Apo. 
thecary for about a Week) and I finding the Dif- 


_ eaſe ſo far advanced as to affect his Brain, I did 


not begin with my Febriſuge, but appointed him 
Clyſters, Bliſters and Bezoardick Diaphoreticks in 
their turn for Six or Seven Days, bur with little

ſenfible benefit, for though his Heat and Thirſt 
were now aba ted. and his rambling Talk ceaſed, 


yet the oppreſſion of the Brain and Nerves fill 


grew greater, for now he grew very Stupid, ſo 


that without much ado a Word could not be 
got from him in many Hours together, but ſeem'd 
wholy regardleſs of whatever was done or ſaid 
to him; be bad Tremors of the Nerves, and fre- 


quent s Epaſims or Convulſive motions of his Eye- 
lids and Hands, fo that I began to deſpair of his 
recovery.

an, requeſted me that 1 would not leave him, 


but go on to do the utmoſt for him, and leave 


the Succeſs. ro God.

ration, nor could I diſcern that Nature took the 
teaſt notice of ir. The next Moining I gave him 


three Grains more in the ſame manner, but nei- 


ther had this the leaſt manifeſt Operation. The 

n:xt Morning I gave him a third Doſe of three 
Grains, leaving direction that another Doſe 
ſhould be given him aſter fix Hours, it the firſt 
had no viſible Operation, which was according- 
ly done; and when | came to viſit him at Night, 
had an account that neither of the two Doſes 


had any other Operation, than only once or 


twice breaking Wind downwards after the taking 


the laſt. This Night he had ſome quiet Sleep 


without the Convulſive motions; and in the 


Morning I found him ſo Senkblg, as that he was 


unwil⸗

unwilling to take the Febrifuge again, Wilen ha 
heard me give order for the mixing it, ſaying he 


did not like it, tho' he then gave no reaſon. for 


his diſlixe. This Morning I began to entertain 


ſome hopes of his Recovery, ordering him four 


Grains of the Febrifuge which had no Operati- 
on; The next Day we loft thoſe ſmall hopes 


which we had conceiv'd this Morning. However 
I reſolved not to leave off the Febriſuge till I 
had ſeen the utmoſt of it in this Caſe. I there- 
fore ordered him four Grains again the next Mor- 
ning, with another Doſe of the fime weight to 
be given him after fix Hours, it the firſt ſhould 


have no manifeft Operation, which was accord- 


ingly done, and at Night | was informed that 


after the ſecond Doſe he complain'd he was very 


Sick, and after that had two Stools, which were 


of a Blackiſh colour and Stunk moſt egregiouſly. 
The next Morning 1 found him pretty Senſible, 
complaining of a Soreneſs all over him, both with- 


in and without, and withal defiring me that he 
might have no more of that litrle Red Powder in 
the Spoon, [ ask'd him why he was averſe to that, 
ſeeing it had wroughr but very little with, him, 
his Anſwer was, that tho' we thought it work'd 
little, yet he felt it work much within him all 

over his Body, even to his Fingers Ends, which 
he thought was the cauſe of his Soreneſs all over 
him, as he faid. I told him I was glad to hear 
his Reaſon, and would gratiſie him for that Day. 


His Tremors and Spaſms now left him, and he 


began to open his Eyes, and look a little about 


him, and make Anſwer to any Queſtion. So now 
finding Nature brought to act, and the Diſeaſe _ 
to give way, I forbore the repeating the Medi- 
cine tor the preſent, and order'd him my T1:n- 
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Aura Sulphuris Metallorum, twenty Drops every 
four Hours in Sack-whey. This was continued 


two or three Days, and tho! all the Symptoms of 


the Fever were gone, there were yet ſome con- 
fiderable remains of the Stupor upon his Brain, 
nor did the figns of Recovery advance ſo faſt as 
we deſir'd, or is uſual in Men of his Age, rhere- 


fore I ofgerd him the Febrifuge again ( at firſt 


three, afterwards four Grains) for three or four 
Doſes, to take one every other Morning. After 
ſome Days he told me, (upon my enquiry after 
his Soreneſs) that he thought the Soreneſs would 
come all into one place, foraſmuch as he now 

felt very little bur what was in bis Back, and 

that his Back grew ſo ſore that it hurt him much 


to lye upon it. I viewed his Back, and found 


below the Spina Dorſi, a little above the Os Sa- 


crum, a Lived diſcoloration about the breadth of 


the Palm of my Hand, which I but gently Com- 
preſſing with my Fingers made him cry our. This 


_ diſcoloration and ſoreneſs increaſed daily, fo that 


it came to a perfect Blackneſs with a ſmall Tu- 
mour, threatning a Mortifieation. I committed 


the care thereof to a Skilful Chyrurgian, which 


after divers applications opened and diſcharged 
a thin blackiſh Matter for many Days, and in a- 
bout a Months time (Nature determining all the 
Malignity of the Diſeaſe to that part) the Sore 
was perfectly Healed, and the Patient by God's 
Bleſiing recover'd his former Health and Strengrh, 
which continues to this Day. Note that I kept 
him daily to the uſe of my Tindlura Sulpburs 
Metallorum (after he had left taking the Species 
Fehriſuga) in his Drink, when he began to Ear, 
and ſometimes in a Glaſs of Canary, becauſe of 
his great Faintneſs and wezknels. |

Divine Bleſſing) reſtor'd to their Sences with one 


fingle Doſe, and ſoon recovered to their former 


Health,fome of which were more than twenty Years 
fince,and are living Teſtimonies thereof at thisDay. 
I have done the like Service with it to others in 
Fevers, whoſe Stomachs have been fo oppreſſed 


with multitudes of Powders and Boluſes lying 


as a dead Weight therein, that they became a ſe- 


_ cond Diſeaſe to the poor Patient, and indeed of 
no leſs danger than the Diſeaſe it ſelf, 


In Agaes or Intermitting Fevers this Febrifuge 
will compleatly anſwer the deſires of a Phy ſitian, 


if given in a fit Doſe about an Hour before the 


Fits acceſs, and the Patient being of ripe Ag 


during its Working. If the Diſeaſe he but of 


a ſhorr ſtanding, it will be often Cured by one 


Doſe, and ſcarce any will be met with but what 
will be cur off by the ſecond or third Doſe, ex- 
cepting ſome Quartans, which will abide it five 
or fix times taking. But for the ſake of Chil- 


| dren, and others of weak Conſtitutions, who are 


not willing to take-it more than once, I have 
brought in an Auxiliary Medicine to its aſſiſtance, 
by which the Cure of itubborn Agues may be 


rendred both Eaſier and Shorter, and that is my 


Tindlura Febrifuga, of which hereafter.

In the Worms ; To Children from three years 
of Age to ſeven, I give from a Dram and a half, 
up to three Drams, if leſs doth not Work, from 
after Seven to Fourteen, half an Ounce, giving 
it every Day, or every other Day, according as it 
Works for fix or ſeven Doſes. Where it is difh- 
cult to get Children to take ir, a little Sugar 
muſt be added to the Diſſolution to make it the 
Pleaſanter. My Volatile Spirit of Salt will alſo 
kill the Worms, in a longer time, which may be

drink another Pint within an hour afrer, withour

Her Phyfitian having uſed his utmoſt Endęavours, 
and. no hopes of Recovery appeating, ſhe ſent 
for Dr. C. who befides: his ample Practice in Diſ- 
eaſes of all forts, is frequently apply'd unto. for 
Advice in thoſe which are peculiar to Women, 
upon his viſiting the Patient, and enquiring, 

diligently into all the Symptoms, he declar'd that. 
her Diſeaſe was in the Womb, and that it was of 
a Cance rous Nature, he preſcrib'd her a Palliative 
Cure, not hoping to do her any further Service 
Cas he himſelt afterwards told me) which ſome- 
what alleviated the Vigour of her-Pains, bur yet 
not_ to make them .tollerable without the uſe of 


Opiate, tho? now inſtead of fſix-Hours, ſhe ftaid, 
twelve Hours between each Dole of Laudanum. 


A Gentleman who was a near Relation of the Pa- 
tients, having from time to time given me an ac- 


count of her Proceedings, I ſuſpeQing the Caſe 


to be miſtaken, adviſed him to perſwade her to 
ſend for Dr. C. before her ſtrength was quite 
ſpent, which ſhe did as I have, but now ſaid, 
who after the Dr. had Preſcrib'd for her a little 


while, under{iandirg-the ſmall Hopes which be 


had of Curing her, perſwaded her ro ſend for me, 


which ſhe dic. 1 attended her, and upon enqui- 


ry, as nicely as I could in the Cafe, I did con- 
clude it to be a Cancer in the Womb.

ated, and her Strength fo 5 that ſhe was 
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not able to move from her Bed to the Fire kde 
- withour two Nurſes to e her, and what 


more Was none of the leaſt Diſcouragements, the

miſed me nor ro uſe my Indulg'd Anodyne, other. 
wiſe than | deſir'd it, which promiſe ſhe as truly

this difficulty more than balf overcome, and 
therefore on the 47h. Day of March, 1695. I be- 
gan to proczed in her Cure.
